It feems very ftrange thac K. William would foffer thefe 
Letters to be expofed to the Parliament in Scotland, be+ 
ing moft of them wrote by his Order, enlarging upon and 
enforcing the Execution of Inftruétions fent with them 
for the Maifacre of Glenco. And the Regard which his 
dear Presbyterians and his favourite Johniton in particus 
lar had to his Honour, was very flender, when, to com- 
pafs their Ends, they load him fo foully, that they might 
load Dalrymple too. Johnfton fays No; but that he 
furefeeing (becaufe fome fay of his own contriving) that
